I - Incomplete  - if  the  course  work  required  for  a grade  is  not  completed  within  six  weeks  after  the  close  of  a 
P session,  the  grade  of  incomplete  will  remain  and  cannot  subsequently  be  changed  to  a standard 

letter  grade.  There  is  a fee  of  $5.00  to  change  a grade  of  Incomplete  to  a standard  letter 
grade  - forms  are  available  in  the  registrar's  office. 

The  basis  for  determining  academic  standing  is  the  point-hour  ratio.  It  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  total  number 
of  grade  points  by  the  total  number  of  semester  hours  successfully  completed,  including  transfer  credit,  excluding 
courses  in  which  the  grades  NC,  W,  AU,  P,  NP,  and  I are  recorded. 


PROGRAM  CHANGES  AND  WITHDRAWALS
